All Require Exercise 

In her lecture Miss llcrrlot explain- 
ed how exercise siiould bo taken in 
order to gain most benefit from it.

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Effective Education 

JF the university -world were to lake over 
"all the methods of the commercial 
world, one of the first schemes of opéra- 
tion would be to produce a new model each 
year. 

•This would undoubtedly call for a re- 
vision of tcachinp .ind coaching' methods. 
In other words, tlic machinery of produc- 
tion would have to be changed from time 
1o time to pive th^type of graduate whicli 
best fits the needs of the ape. 

Production has reached a hiijh state of 
efficiency with everything except the pro- 
duct of schools and universities. .New and 
beautiful models of automobiles continue 
their appearance in order to please 
ins public. The somewhat old- 
[Itin can with a pleasing wrapper 
3i61.ds a new and appetizing food product 
every time we visit the corner grocery. 

All things seem to change to give place 
to somethinsr that, at least, gives the ap- 
pearance of a better product. -The old 

order yieldeth place to iiew" except in 

■educational institutions -where the momen- 
tum of established custom is scarcely dim- 
inished by the demands of a rapidly chang- 
ing . environment. 

,É|^Tiîîéhlened vision within the univer- 
^^sees the necessity for a different type 
of product. The dean of the Medical Fa- 
culty in a recent address stressed the im- 
portance of the practicioner's personality 
in affecting a cure. Where is the depart- 
ment in which the sadly-lacking student in 
this respect can learn how to acquire the 
•art of gaining the confidence of others? 
Too often the Medical Faculty's most 
brilliant graduate is lacking the type of 
personality that would enable him to be- 
come the community's rriost valued practi- 
cioner. 

The Chancellor of the University in a 
talk .before Science undergraduates point- 
ed out that executives of "big business" 
have done away with slower ways of ar- 
xiving at unanimity of action for the con- 
ference. Men thresh out their views while 
sitting in round table conferences. A com- 
mon policy is determined after one or more 
. discussions. This is the way that "big busi- 
ness" executives reach a decision, accord- 
ing to one of Canada's outstanding execu- 
■.tives. 

Scarce is the university department in 
which the student can learn how to express 
his ideas in tlie round table conference 
style? Can it be truthfully claimed that 
there is any department at McGill Univer- 
sity which trains undergraduates to meet 
the modern demands of "bijr business" in 
this respect? We think not. 

We hold that educational methods should 
-be pliable enough to accommodate the views 
of such ::ound leaders . as we have men- 
tioned. It i.s not enough that the univer- 
sity accent these views as a basis for 
change some day. If wie are no longer to 
exclaim idly that the university is the Ig- 
ifical place for the training of leaders, we 
must give credence to the views of leaders 
in their professions and be wLlliiig to re- 
construct oui" educational machinery to fall 
in line with their ideals.
